The Board of Supervisors convened in adjourned session, members present Chair
Creston Schubert, Devlun Whiteing, and Raymond Drey.

The minutes of the meeting held October 24, 2023, were read, and approved.

Corey Trucke, Deputy Sheriff/County EMS Director was present, and a personnel
discussion took place.

Upon completion of his probationary period, a salary certification for jailer, Kevin
Mahlberg for $23.29/hr effective 11/13/2023 was received. Whiteing moved and Drey seconded
the motion to approve, it carried all voting Aye.

County Engineer Jeff Williams was present to discuss various road items. M15/Jasper
Ave. 1s open. Various road projects were discussed, including some gravel road issues.
Williams will provide to the Board, mapping of the areas that road operators cover. Since
new operators have completed a year and are now successfully doing their jobs, upon their
probationary period individual salary certifications will be presented at the next Board
meeting.

The following Ida County librarians/representatives were present: Jackie Netherton-
Ida Grove Library Board President, Brenda Naberhaus-Galva City Librarian, and Emily Todd-
Holstein Librarian. They shared that they are serving approximately 100 individuals each
day the libraries are open within the County. In addition, for Ida County they shared that
the Cities contribute about $41/resident, and that the county currently contributes
$17/resident, and they were requesting that County contribution be increased.

Ed Sohm was present and asked for a closed session per Iowa Code 21.5(1i). At 10:26
a.m. the Board entered the closed session with the following roll call: Schubert-aye,
Drey-aye and Whiteing-aye. Closed session ended at 10:52 a.m. with the following roll
call: Schubert-aye, Drey-aye and Whiteing-aye.

Dale Ullrich, Veteran Affairs Director was present to propose the future date of the
Live/Work/Play in Ida County dedication for Monday, February 19, 2024, President’s Day.
The Supervisors approved of the date. Location, details and speakers are being planned.
The Supervisors thanked Ullrich for his work on this project. Ullrich will follow up with
the State and check on status of the six Home Based Iowa signs for installation.

The ROI Energy proposal for replacement with LED Lighting for a MidAmerican
incentive program was reviewed. The Board acknowledged the proposal for replacement
lighting for all buildings in the proposal except the “old courthouse”. Representative,
Jacob Hurla will be notified of this.

A Planning and Zoning Board opening was discussed. Drey will asked Tristian Senhen,
Planning and Zoning for the County, if he has a list of duties for these Board Members.

Lori Volkert was appointed to the Ida County Public Health Board effective
01/01/2024 for a 3-year term. Schubert moved and Whiteing seconded. Motion carried, all
voting Aye.

Resolution 23-32 Transferring $469,052.50 from Wind Tower #1 and #2 for payment of
the UMB bonds to Debt Service was reviewed. Drey moved and Whiteing second the motion.
Motion carried, all voting Aye. Details of Resolution 23-32 are on file at the Auditor’s
Office or on the idacounty.iowa.gov website.

Drey moved and Whiteing seconded to approve the October Clerk of Court report.
Motion carried, all voting Aye.

The Treasurer’s October 2023 CD list and Ida County Fund status were approved and
signed by Chair Schubert.

L & L Builders presented Change Order #27-Spray foam north entrance $1469.00 along
with the AIA revision/update including Change orders #25, #26, #27, and #28, all four
totaling $13,977.00. Whiteing moved and Drey second the motion to approve all Change
Orders. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

First Tier canvass by the Board took place, they proceeded to examine the Tally
Lists and Certifications of the Precinct Officials of the City/School Election held
November 7, 2023. It is hereby found, determined, and declared that the results of said
election are as follows. The following were declared winners: City of Arthur-City
Council At-Large, Heidi Anderson and Kevin Lampman. City of Arthur-City Council to Fill a
Vacancy, Debra R. Argo; City of Battle Creek-Council At Large, Jill Wingert and Judy
Schau. City of Galva-Mayor to Fill a Vacancy-Gary R. Wanberg; Council At Large, Ryan
Wuebker, Gaylen Freese and Clarence Miller. City of Holstein-Mayor, Kathryn Breyfogle;
Council at Large, Terri Schimmer, Bonnie L. Stevenson and Marcus Prell. City of Ida
Grove-Mayor to Fill a Vacancy, Nathan Weitl; Council At Large-Jared Bogue; City Council
Ward 1-Gregor Ernst, City Council Ward 3-Jason Schable; City Council at Large-To Fill a
Vacancy, Reynold McLead. Ida County - Public Measure E: Yes - 846 and No - 232 for a total
of 1,078 votes cast, measure passes with a 78.5% yes vote.

The results of the Galva-Holstein and OABCIG School Districts were canvassed. These
results will be finalized on November 21, 2023, when the Second Tier Canvass takes place.
The results of the Schaller-Crestland, Denison, Schleswig, River Valley and Maple Valley-
Anthon-Oto Schools, Western Iowa Tech Community College Director District #9 and Iowa
Central Community College District #4 were also canvassed. They will be sent to the
respective control counties for their final canvass.
